Honda won the 1977 
Manufacturer's Award for 
motocross competition, beating 
out last year's winner, Suzuki, by a 
scant six points. Full House 
Distributing Co. of Columbus, Ohio 
sponsors the award. 


Rangers in Angeles National Forest, 
CA are studying a proposal to close 
Big Tujunga Canyon to off-road 
vehicles. The canyon was burned in 
1975 and has been a popular trail site 
since. Comments will be taken until 
Nov. 4 at 12328 Gladstone Ave., San 
Fernando.

The dates 
are not yet firm, but the locations will 
probably be as follows (in 
chronological order): Seattle, 
Washington's Kingdome; Atlanta, 
Georgia’s Fulton County Stadium; 
Daytona, Florida's Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway; Houston, Texas' 
Astrodome; ^ Pontiac, Michigan's 
Silverdome; Pittsburg, Pennsylvania's 
Three Rivers Stadium; New Orleans, 
Louisiana's Superdome; Los Angeles, 
California's L.A. Coliseum; Kansas 
City, Kansas’ Arrowhead Stadium and 
Anaheim, California's Anaheim 
Stadium. 


Jim Pomeroy's favorite tuner Arne 
Beaman has made the switch from 
Bultaco to Honda and is presently 
learning about the RC works 
machines under the guidance of 
Honda's Merle Anderson. 


Marty Moates, informed just before 
the Unadilla Trans-AMA that Ossa 
could no longer sponsor him, has been 
searching for new sponsorship. At Red 
Bud he showed up with a 390 
Automatic loaned by  Husqvarna's 
eastern office and a YZ400 Yamaha to 
try in practice. Neither ride, however, 
involves full sponsorship, and Marty's 
still ready to deal. 


Penton/KTM's Andre Malherbe 
has proven that he’s not only 
capable of taking third in the 250cc 
World Championship, he can make 
a 500cc class machine to magic 
tricks as well. As a result, Malher- 
be plans to contest the 500cc 
World Championship in 1978 riding 
for KTM. He will continue to follow 
the entire Trans-AMA circuit 
before returning home, a decision 
based on his ability to ride com- 
petitively in the International 
series. 


Gary Nixon bounced right back into 
action following a crash at Daytona 
during tire testing October 11. Nixon 
took a high speed spill in the 
chicane.Luckily he suffered only con- 
tusions of the left hand and a few 
bruises. 


The$75,000 second leg payoff of 
the Camel Pro Series point fund 
will fatten the wallets of the top 15 
riders in the final AMA Grand 
National Championship standings. 
The checks will be distributed to 
the riders at the AMA's November 
22 professional awards banquet in 
Anaheim, California.

Technicalities 

I was really impressed with the 
XS1100 which you covered in a small 
article recently. 

I noticed that the exhaust system is 
interconnected just in front of the rear 
wheel. It is difficult to see exactly, 
from the picture, but it looks like a 
couple of small plenum chambers, 
interconnected by a rubber tube. I 
know that the Yamaha engineers are 
some really smart guys, but the reason 
for this one escapes me. 
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Also, you state that this is the 
“narrowest shafty on the road.” It’s 
kinda tough for me to believe that a 
four cylinder, 1100cc bike would be 
narrower than its little brother, the 
three cylinder, 750cc Yamaha XS750, 
but if you say it is, I'll believe it.

This week Yamaha favored us 
with the specifications of their 1978 
models and the XS1100E ts satd to be 
36.2 inches wide, while its sistership 
the XS750SE is listed at.

Trans-AMA MX Series = Round five 
The Man versus 


The Kid

ST. PETERS, MO, OCT. 23 


Roger DeCoster, Team Suzuki’s number one 
man in the world of international motocross, 
reminded race watchers and contestants once 
again that he is “The Man” with an overall 


victory in the Cycle World 
U.S.A. Trans-AMA. 

“Wore me out!” Bob “Hurri- 
cane” Hannah, winner of the 
40  minute-plus-two-lap . moto, 
exclaimed when it was over. "I'm not 
really out of shape, but I guess I'm not 
in as good shape as he is. I don't 
usually quit, but I couldn't handle it." 

Hannah had beaten DeCoster by a 
full 12 seconds in moto one, a feat that 
prompted a» moto-journalist who's 
viewed all but a handful of the top 
level professional U.S,” motocross 
events run in the last half decade to 
remove DeCoster's crown and hand it 
over to Team Yamaha's young 
Californian.“I guess that settles it,” he'd 
said, “I'd always figured DeCoster 


could win when he wanted to, but I 
don't think there's any doubt now that 
Hannah can beat him." 

That prediction, however, proved to 
be premature. Following a change of 
rear shocks between motos (“The back 
end was coming up too much," said 
DeCoster) the five-time 500cc World 
Champion went out for the win. He 
wanted it, and he got it. It was that 
simple. Hannah was left in second 
place, 16-20 seconds behind 
DeCoster’s Minoru Harada-tuned 
Suzuki. 

England's Graham Noyce joined the 
Trans-AMA circuit, riding for Team 
Honda with former Yamaha tuner Bill 
Buchka dialing in the RC400 for him. 
Noyce looked quick in practice but a 
first moto crash grounded the young

Briton, perhaps for several weeks. 
Noyce fell and was hit by Gaylon 
Mosier; both went to the hospital for 
exams and treatment of shoulder 
injuries. 

“Graham has a dislocated 
shoulder,” Team Honda manager 
Terry Milligan reported later that 
evening. “The doctor says no riding 
for three weeks, but we'll see." 

Mosier suffered a pulled shoulder — 
a slightly less severe injury than 
Noyce's — and will probably miss the 
Texas event. 

Providing a change of pace in the 
Trans-AMA 250cc National/Support 
class at Cycle World U.S.A. was Team 
Yamaha’s Mike Bell. To date, the 
often muddy series seems to have 
favored Husqvarna’s Chuck Sun, the 
series points leader, and Moto-X Fox 
rider Mark Barnett. But the sunny St. 
Peters afternoon apparently inspired 
the SoCal factory stars, and Bell won 
both motos. Sun scored second overall 
with a 2-3 score earned by hounding 
Bell in the first moto, then by closing 
on a moto-long dice between Bell and 
Yamaha teammate Broc Glover in 
round two. Glover earned a hard- 
fought 4-2 third overall. Team 
Honda's Warren Reid scored a 3-7 
fourth with Clark Barnett coming in a 
6-6 fifth place. 








Moto one: Hurricane warning 


It was Brad Lackey’s Steve 
Whitelock-tuned RC400 Honda that 
headed the 38-rider International field 
through the first lap. Roger DeCoster 
followed Lackey at the start, but an 
impatient Bob Hannah overtook the 
RD on the first lap to begin working 
on the leader. Tony DiStefano 
followed them in fourth with Marty 
Smith holding off Rick Burgett and 
Tommy Croft for fifth. Pierre 
Karsmakers rode eighth with Gary 
Semics, Kent Howerton, Jimmy Ellis 
and Gerrit Wolsink on his trail. 

On the second time around the 
Hurricane took the lead. Then, at the 
final turn of lap two, Lackey slipped 
and fell. He remounted quickly, but in 
the few seconds taken DeCoster, 
DiStefano, Smith and Burgett passed. 

Tony D was next to err, and Marty 
Smith was right on his rear when it 
happened. Sharing the same rut, 
Smith smacked into DiStefano and 
both lost several places getting 
restarted when Smith's front wheel 
jammed in between DiStefano’s rear 
wheel and fender. 

*By then Hannah had built up a fair 
lead, DeCoster seemed secure in 
second and — when DiStefano and 
Smith tangled — Rick Burgett was left 
in third under pressure from Lackey

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and Croft. Croft got around Lackey 
and the race for top spots settled down 
for a few laps. DiStefano followed 
Jimmy Ellis who had his Can-Am in 
sixth place. But a few minutes later 


Ellis pulled off, suffering nausea. 


By the halfway mark Croft had 
moved around Burgett and pulled 
away into a safe third place. Hannah 
enjoyed a good lead; DeCoster cruised 
in second. The top three places would 
remain unchanged for the rest of the 
moto. 

Fourth place became the focal 
point, and no fewer than five riders 
were going for it. Brad Lackey 
apprently fell again, dropping back 
out of contention for the spot, and 
that left Burgett leading DiStefano 
and Smith wo'd recovered from their 
earlier crash, and Harley-Davidson's 
Marty Tripes. 

"T'm feeling good," Tripes had said 
the previous evening and he'd gone on 





to predict a top placing in Sunday's 
race. He backed up his claim in round 
one with an eventual fifth, but a crash 
on lap one of the second moto put him 
at the back of the class with a bent 
brake pedal. He stopped to have it 
fixed, then dropped out when the 
futility of trying to make up lost time 
set in. 

Burgett was having problems with 
the Yamaha's monoshock unit, and he 
fell to seventh as DiStefano, Smith and 
Tripes passed. Smith found a way past 
DiStefano, as did Tripes, and the 
Smith/Tripes duo crossed the line in 
close formation behind a long-gone 
Bob Hannah, Roger DeCoster and 
Tommy Croft. Tony D came across 
sixth, and Rick Burgett, Gerrit 
Wolsink, Pierre Karsmakers and Steve 
Stackable completed the top 10. 


Moto two: RD's experience 
and stamina prevail 


Gerrit Wolsink, his knee injury no 
longer a problem, stole the holeshot in 
the second 500cc International moto 
with Marty Smith and Jimmy Weinert 
in tow. But before a lap had been 
completed Wolsink had dropped to 
seventh after stalling his motor in a 
tight turn. 

"Normally, I never do that," the 
Dutch dentist shugged afterward, "but 
this time..." The St. Peters Trans- 
AMA would be Wolsink's last race 
until the Sears Point event. He returns 
home to Holland for a short break 
before traveling to Japan for bike 
testing; the Sears Point race is on the 
way, so he plans to race there. 

Jimmy "Jammin' Jaws" Weinert 
inherited. the lead when Wolsink 
stalled, but before the lap had ended, 
Bob Hannah came up to take control. 
Weinert held a close second with 
Smith and DeCoster rubbing knobs in 
his shadow. DiStefano rode fifth ahead 
of Stackable and Wolsink. Lackey, 
Karsmakers and Rex Staten completed 
the top 10. Tommy Croft was trying to 
overcome a slow start in 12th. Rick 
Burgett bumped with DeCoster and at 
another time on lap one had caught 
his foot under a footpeg. He came 
around near last place at the end of 
the first lap and, despite a fading 
monoshock, managed to get back up 
to 15th place by the end for an overall 
10th place. 

Lap two saw DeCoster overtake 
Smith for third behind Weinert. He 
then flew past Weinert on a high speed 
jump and set his sights on the leader, 
Hurricane Hannah. 

Ten minutes into the race Tony D 
and Marty Smith were again dueling 
for position as they had in round one, 
with DiStefano in third and Smith 
looking for a way past. Weinert had 
dropped to sixth, tiring in his first race 
in months, when Wolsink followed 
DiStefano and Smith around the 
Jammer. Croft by this time had moved 
up to eighth behind Stackable who was 
only a couple of seconds after Weinert. 

Near the halfway point DeCoster 
closed the gap on Hannah, pressured 
hard, and passed him on a tight infield 
corner. Hannah hung close, seemingly 
determined to stick with DeCoster; 
possibly with a last minute play in 
mind. For the next 10 minutes The 
Man and the kid had the crowd on 
their feet and cheering, but Hannah 
eventually dropped back. He'd tried 
everything he could think of to rattle 
DeCoster — he'd bumped him trying 
to stick a wheel under in the tight 
turns, he'd pulled alongside on the 
hillsides only to get shut off in the next 
turn, he'd made DeCoster aware that 
any slip would cost him the lead. — but 
the RD held firm. If anything, his ride 
improved under pressure. Hannah 
finally dropped back. 

He'd planned to cruise for a while, 
then go for it near the end. But when 
the time came to pour it on, nothing 
was left. Judging from his attitude 
after the race, the Hurricane was 
impressed by his adversary. 

Once again the race became a fight 
for third. DiStefano held firm but 
Smith was stubborn, too. He pushed 
and shoved, but Tony D held his 
ground. When it had ended, 
DiStefano kept third in the moto and 
Smith had taken third overall with a 
pair of fourth placings. 

"Tommy Croft had blasted up into 
fifth place by the 30 minute mark, a 
placing good enough to give the 
Tomahawk fourth overall with a 3-5 
total. DiStefano would take fifth 
overall, a great showing in what has 
been a slow series for the three-time 
250cc National champion. 

Immediately at the drop of the 
checkered flag, the spectators stormed 
the pit fence and engulfed DeCoster 
and the other top placers. When last

National 
Motocross 
Championships 
Callihan, 
McCollough and 
Easton crowned in 
Lake Sugar Tree 
mud

AXTON, VA., OCT. 9 
Jeff Callihan, Ferrell Mc- 
Collough and Gary Easton cap- 
tured the 125, 250cc and Open 
class AMA National Amateur 
Championships at Avery and 
Barbara Mills’ Lake Sugar Tree 
Motocross Raceway. Through a 
nation-wide series of district and 
regional qualifiers, the nation’s best 45 
riders in each division were selected for 
the grand finale. AMA’s Manager of 
Amateur Competition Hugh Fleming 
was on hand to certifyahe event and 
presented 30, 65 and 100 dollar travel 
allowances to eastern, central and 
western contestants respectively. A 
weekend of steady rain turned the 14 
mile championship caliber circuit into 
a sea of mud, and even though the sun 
appeared by race time, it was 
definitely a mud runner's day. U.S. 
Suzuki presented the AMA with 
RM125, RM250 and RM370 motor- 
cycles for the class champions. 

Head starter Bud Helton signalled 
the release of the gate and 45 


motivated 125cc chargers accelerated 
down to the tricky off-camber first 
turn. Richard Hoozer, Paul Brant and 


Kris bigelow spearheaded the first lap 
as the less fortunate struggled to gain 
places. Hoozer controlled the 45 
minute moto while Sammy Bosnic, 
James Laurer and Jeff Callihan 
worked through the pack to pick up 2- 
4 places. 

In the second moto, Hoozer got cen- 
terpunched in the first turn and in- 
jured his left hand. Callihan locked on 
to the lead and held on for eight laps 
until Mark Williams put the pressure 
on. Williams took the-checkered flag 
in a close race, but Callihan won the 
championship when the final points 
were tallied. Hoozer painfully rode up 
from last for a sixth finish, second 
overall. 

Jeff Callihan is an 11th grade 
student at Fallquier High School in 
Warrenton, Va., and he rides his 
RM125 Suzuki for conditioning. He 
had come to Axton determined to 
make the top ten and admits to being 
surprised with the overall victory. 

1976 125cc National champ Ferrell 
McCollough put in some extra con- 
ditioning for his jump to the 250cc 
class, but while attending the Univer- 
sity of Maryland he only gets to ride his 
Can-Am MX-3 on weekends. The 
Beltsville, Md. star caught Don 
Carlton on the first lap and, riding 
rapidly but under total control, led 
every lap for a repeat victory. Troy 
Bradshaw rode a Gary Bailey prepared 
Bultaco to second ahead of Carlton. 

In the second moto, as McCollough 
cooled it all alone, Mickey Whetzel 
avenged a “bum” first moto start over 
the rest of the field, winning a tight 
duel withShane:Hruska for third place, 
second overall. John Untiedt wedged 
past Bradshaw for a fourth place 
finish. 

Announcer Art Kaiser had the fans 
excited as the first Open class moto

Munyon wins 





first enduro at 
rugged Tonto 150

SUNFLOWER, AZ, OCT. 16 


ISDT rider Rick Munyon won the Sixth Annual 


"Tonto Arizona State Championship 


Enduro 


with a score of four points lost on his IT-175 
Yamaha. The win was Rick's first overall en- 


duro win as he handled the rug- 
ged 170-mile course with ease. 
Around 280 entries were on 
hand to try and beat him but 


none came close. Second overall was 
Jim Halford on a YZ Yamaha, who 
won the 250 class. Jim, a local racer, 
put an end to the class wins being 
dominated by Southern California 
enduro riders who make the long trek 
to the enduro each year. The locals 
did very well this year, partly due to 
the high speed averages which were 
posted which made much of the 
enduro more of a race than a 
timekeeper, which favored the racers. 

The event was hosted by the Road 
and Trail Association, a small but 
dedicated group of Phoenix-based 
enthusiasts who work almost year 
round on the run. They had the course 


map turned in five months before this 
year’s event and two days before the 
enduro, the local ranger (The event 
was held entirely in the Tonto 
National Forest) called and wanted the 
club to change the course. The club 
agreed to a minor change but when 
the ranger wanted them to not cross 
the Verde River at all, the club balked 
and wouldn't agree. The river had 
been crossed in all previous years and 
is crossed by four wheel vehicles daily 
so the argument that it would be 
"harmful" was skeptical at best. 
Whatever, the Road and Trail Assn. 
worked out their problems with the 
Forest Service and with the aid of a 
reset at the point where a short section 
of course was taken out, everything 
went off as planned. It was touch and 
go for awhile. 

The weather was warmer than usual

for this time of year and contributed to 
the low finisher rate. Riders studying 
the schedule who have ridden the 
Tonto could pretty well predict where 
the course was going and savvy riders 
even had the checks pretty well 
pinpointed. The club is going to have 
to use just a little more imagination in 
future years to keep the riders 
guessing. 

Street legal bikes were required as 
the course ran down Beeline Highway 
until turning off into Sycamore Creek. 
A speed change to 15 m.p.h. and up 
the creek. Sycamore Creek is a typical 
Arizona wash, sandy and rocky, with 
the emphasis on rocky. At 15 m.p.h., 
a fairly low enduro average, the "A" 
riders couldn't afford to make a 
mistake if they wanted to get to the 
waiting check on time. A couple of 
water crossings screwed things up for a 
few riders early, Ed Mazenko. will 
forever be known as “9.8 Miles 
Mazenko” as he crashed into a rider 
and fell over into the water which 
immediately was injested into his PE- 
250's engine. Ed houred out before he 
could get it running again. 


The second check was located down 
a canyon in which the riders had to 
ride down some rock waterfalls which 
made things interesting. Most of the 
"A" riders made it to the check on 
time. After crossing the river, riders 
gassed at the emergency gas, got some 
Gatorade to quench their thirst and 
headed out for home. They knew they 
had to re-cross the river and a few were 
overly anxious, especially with a very 
fast 34 m.p.h. average coming up. 
The club had a check waiting right at 
the river which caught some riders by 
surprise. Honda-mounted Terry Swets 
was most surprised of all. He hit it sex 
minutes early. (Famous last words, 
"They're not going to have a check in 
this section.") The course crossed the 
river and headed into the fastest 
section of the enduro. 

Naturally a check was waiting up 
the trail and most riders were 
anywhere from two to five minutes 
late. The average then dropped to 12 
m.p.h. and ran up into a tight little 
canyon with rock steps which proved 
to be extremely tough to get up and 
over, especially if another rider stalled 
which happened frequently. National 
enduro rider Don Sanford broke an 
oil pump on his factory four-stroke 
Honda and the cam refused to spin 
anymore without a supply of oil. 
When it quit, the engine locked up 
momentarily and spit Don off. Don 
and another rider had to walk out 
when the sweep rider broke down and 
didn't make it to where they were 
broke. 











Finally the riders came back out on 
Sycamore Creek and much to their 


unhappiness, the course ran 
backwards on the morning section 
which meant all those rocks again for 
mile after mile. Very tiring. It was 
apparent that not many riders would 
finish this year's Tonto. Back down the 
highway to the big town of Sunflower 
and into the pits for a half hour break. 

The attrition rate was severe as 
many of the riders who: got back to the 
pits loaded their bikes up rather than 
try another 100 miles. The second loop 
went north up Beeline Highway before 
turning off into the hills. At this point 
very few riders did any timekeeping. 
Most just rode as fast as they could 
over very difficult terrain. The most 
memorable section was Tonto Creek 
— mile after mile of rock. It was the 
general consensus that the club 
overdid it just a bit. If the "A" riders 
were complaining, think what the “B” 
riders were thinking. The Tonto in 
past years has always been challenging 
and that was pretty well accepted, but 
the pounding they took this year took 
away any fun they were having. At the 
finish, the weary riders received their 
well earned finishing pins, some 
Duralube and Pennzoil and a cold 
drink from their waiting friends. For 
many it was a long wait and the riders 
were straggling in. Less than a 
hundred finally finished including the 
first woman to ever complete the 
course, Ann Mennell on her Husky. 
Ann is one of Southern California’s 
best women enduro riders and sure 
proved it at the Tonto. Her husband 
Bob managed to avoid the cactus and 
won the B Open class for a very 
successful weekend for the both of 
them. 

Team Montesa's Fred Hayes and 
Dave Evans finished but the team's 
finishing streak finally ended when 
Roy Sheridan had a flat and the tire 
came off the rim about 40 miles out. 
Previously, the team had compiled an 
amazing 100 or so finishes without a 
DNF. 

The club started “A” riders first this 
year and it worked very well. The “A” 
riders were able to get through the 
tough sections without running over 
the slower riders and the “B” riders 
didn't have the faster "A" riders riding 
up their tailpipe trying to pass. 

Some very nice handtooled leather 
covered trophies were handed out by 
6:00 p.m. and the pits cleared very fast 
as the riders headed home, many just 
an hour away, and many to a long 
nine-hour drive with visions of 
satisfaction or “wait till next year" 
dancing in their head.

Little Speedway Week 
Lance King wins 
Junior Speedway 
Championship

Just one week ago, the biggest event in American 


Speedway was run, the U.S. National Speedw 


ay 


Championship. Mike Bast won that event for the 
fifth time. Mike was back this week along with 


a half-dozen of the top riders in 
the National, not to ride, but to 
work as infield marshalls for the 
first-ever Junior Speedway Champ- 
ionship 

There has been a Junior Speedway 
title for several years, but the top spot 
was won in just two or three events, a 
side show during the U.S. National. 

This time the spotlight was just on 
them, the best in the country and no 
one over 16 years of age. It was a true 
Championship program; 20 events of 
Scratch racing, with each rider having 
five rides during the night. A win was 
worth three points, second place 
earned two points, third got one, and 
fourth, or last, got the big goose egg, 0 
points. 

Louis Kossuth, last year’s title 
holder, was the underdog only because 
he had not ridden at Costa Mesa all 
year. He was one of a half-dozen riders 
who were involved with the riders’ 
strike that held up the start of the 1977 
season. 

Steve Lucero, the top rider in 
northern Calif. earned the number 
one plate for that area and had high 
hopes of taking the overall title, but 
his chances went down the tubes in the 
second round. He had won his first 
event, but in the next race he ran into 
the rear wheel of Scott St. John and 
crashed into the wall. He was not hurt, 
but got a stiff warning from the 
referree about rough riding. 

St. John went on to win that event 





and two others and picked up second 
place in his two other rides, finishing 
up the night with 13 points and second 
place in the Championship. 

A perfect score of 15 points, a feat 
that even Mike Bast has not been able 
to do for years in the Nationals, was 
turned in by previous title-holder, the 
Little White Ghost, Lance King. 

Lance is a true superstar, he dresses 
and rides just like his teacher, Mike 
Bast, and during the trophy 
presentation it was hard to tell who 
was the prouder, Lance or Mike. 

Lance won every event with great 
starts, a super-smooth style through 
turns on a bike built from scratch by 
his Dad. 

Lance was challenged several times 
during the night and had to work hard 
to earn the victory. St. John came the 
closest to upsetting his perfect score. 
He was closing in, but tried too hard 
and went wide just at the point where 
he:could have taken over first place. 

Kossuth, the rider who mostly 
everyone thought would outride 
Lance, was no trouble at all for the 
young King. Kossuth came in a distant 
second in that event, picking up two 
points. His total for the night was 12 
points, good for a third overall. е

decimates 100’s

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, OCT. 23 


The first bike into the long canyon was 
between the legs of one Larry Roeseler. The 
trail made a nasty left hand sweeper, causing 
Larry to momentarily lock up in order to navi- 


gate the turn. Bruce Ogilvie was 
next, duplicating Larrys ma- 
neuver to the letter. Old master 
Benny Padilla, then Ed Zarp, 
Alan Thomas and John Prater, Jr. A 
sign to the left of the trail read 
sidehacks only and desert racers don't 
miss a thing. 

The course wound down the 
canyon, eventually coming to a one- 
bike downhill, rocky and loose. A 
bottleneck erupted almost instantly 
causing fogged goggles, hot clutches 
and matching tempers. The back of 
the pack did a 180° and shot back up 
the canyon taking the sidehack route. 
Within moments the hills were alive 
with the sound of two strokes. Cory 
Timms, Bob Gilbert and first amateur 
Rod Busse were some of the fortunate 
ones to make it down the bottleneck 
before it became one and had smooth 
sailing as the wash swung left and right 
heading through the Spanglers. Brian 
Wright had old "Hawkeye" Charters 
on his knobby, Amateur C bike leader 
Gregg Thomas was hot after Charters. 
Bob Rutten came flying by, upset-with 
his 20th bomb run position. The wash 
gradually got bigger, finally opening 
up giving the racers a view of the valley 
basin. The course veered off to the left 
leaving the wash for good. 

By the time Roeseler's knobby hit 
the railroad tracks, the banner 


dropped turning the green meanies 
loose. As they bore down on the 
canyon entrance, one thing was 
certain. Joe Penoncello was going to 
do everything possible to hold on to 
first overall novice. Cory's brother 


Craig Timms was giving him a run for ` 


his money as the two racers rounded 
the corner and disappeared. Bill 
Mossman was next with the senior 
hotshoe Marv Van Sickle right on his 
fender followed by Eric Hansen, Eric 
McCracken, Jack Morin, Sam Soule, 
P7 and Norm Haven. The novices 
seem to have more patience than the 
amateur/expert racers as none of 
them backtracked to the sidehack 
course; they just waited their turn. As 
the wash opened up to freeway 
proportions it was Bob Beardsley 
keeping Wayne Poore in his dust while 
Jim Rother, Lou Ortali, first beginner 
Ken Oviatt and Bob Cronkite were 
seeking better visibility themselves. As 
the racers neared the tracks Ed 
Walters, beginner Bill Barty, Bob 
Schneider and first C bike James 
Strachen could see the dust in the 
foothills far across the valley. Crossing 
the basin was. fine if you stayed on the 
marked course but if you got 
impatient and decided to break trail, 
there was plenty of deep, sandy 
crossgrain washouts waiting with open 
banks.

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As the last expert bounced through 
the whoops that worked into a soft, 
one-bike trail, Roeseler was streaking 
down that long, long, long downhill. 
If you want to experience breaking the 
sound barrier, try pulling the clutch 
about halfway down. “Downhill” 
Alexander kept Terry Davis in sight 
despite a rear flat he picked up on the 
bomb run, C bike amateur Gregg 
Thomas managed to pass his brother 
Alan as the racers approached a wash 
full of boulders. Past this, the course 
shot up the face of the dropoff used as 
a bomb by the Brush Busters two years 
ago. Cresting this the course turned 
left and wound to the top of the Searles 
via sand washes, goat trails and 
canyons. Turning right, racers were 
on their way down the long sandy 
downhill. Clearing this in fine fashion, 
first senior Dick Camp gassed his T&O 
Yamaha down the hard pan canyon 
leading to the valley floor and the long 
trek back across the basin and the 
track. 

The first novice entering the back 
side of the mountains encountered the 
Jack in the Box special called the 
"Super-Whooper" with or without 
extra sand depending on which trail 
you selected. Steve Fisher selected the 
one without extra sand, gritted his 
teeth and drove on. Brian Charters, 
tired of the old man getting all the ink 
gassed his new Maico and moved into 
second overall position. Rich Tucker 
running second heavy to Fisher had 
third heavy Sam Soule trying to get by. 
Dave Willis and John Cline had Bill 
Wackerman trying to get past and 
better his position but as the three 
racérs swung right and hit the 
downhill, position was the farthest 
thing from their mind. 

The course back across the basin 
was neat but ultra tricky. Scott Child,

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Tom Mattox, Steve Lindsey and 
Chuck Merriman were practicing their 
lock up the brakes, downshift and gas 
it routine. By the time Keith Smith, 
Russ Woolmore, Don Brand, Jr. and 
Ken Earnest cleared the wash, the 
course was scattered with pinnacle 
debris. Clearing this, the racers made 
their second track crossing. 
- Meanwhile Roeseler had cleared the 
sandy section that paralleled the tracks 
dumping on to a cobby fire road. 
Turning right, the course turned into 
one of the nicest fire roads you could 
ever lay a knobby on. Larry didn't 
have a rear view mirror so he didn't 
know Ogilvie's bike went sour with 
electricals as did Benny Padilla's. This 
left Brian Wright in the hound 
position trying his best to make up the 
three minute gap between them. 
Hitting the pits, Scott Child and Tom 
Mattox were first and second 
Heavyweight Amateurs, Russ 
Woolmore second C amateur, John 
boy Lawson third. Russ Jones, 
Smokebomb Gaetz and Mike Butler 
filed through then the trail bike ace of 
the day Joe Lockhart, the pride of the 
Rovers. Trudy Beck pitted 10 positions 
ahead of Dawn Gant. Fourteen bikes 
later June Elias followed by Lorni Rebec 
The second loop was fast but fun. 
The trail paralleling Throne Road, 
inland about two miles, found Larry 
so far out in front, he was having a 
play day. About five minutes later, 
Rutten and Zarp came by going full 
bore with Wright in fast pursuit. Back 
in the pack some of the Fa-Ga-We's 
showed up. It seems after the road 
crossing the course hooked left up the 
sandwash right next to Trona Road. 
Some of the guys went straight ahead, 
others roamed the hills for a while. 
One of the hill searchers was John 
McCown riding his first race with 





Little Kookie. It seems his two other 
dogs started riding at a 100’s race. 
John initiated the dog well by crashing 
on the downhill and landing on the 
little guy. Starting the second loop, the 
dog had a look on his face as if to say 
“let's get this thing over with, huh?” 

Larry, Bob, and the gang were on 
the homeward stretch when Jack 
Wada, Rich Burley (first 250 Senior) 
and Open Senior Allen Johnson hit the 
slushy silt section that felt like your 
rear brake was dragging while going 
uphill. Steve Webb and Karl Miller 
had a real battle going and Bruce 
Lewellyn was out of the money as he 
fell victim to the bottleneck never able 
to recover. Senior C bike Bill Stewart 
kept company with Bob Tartter for 
awhile, Bill Ogden and Harold King 
were going at it for first Senior Open 
Amateur. 

Crossing Trona Road for the last 
time, Larry set his sights for the 
canyon dead ahead. The finish line 
gang became very active as the sound 
of the big Husky could be heard in the 
distance. Larry materialized, took the 
checkered and chalked up another 
overall. Rutten coasted in for second, 
first 250, Wright took third. 

The novices, meanwhile, were 
making their way around the second 
loop, the leader a senior by the name 
of Keith Soesbe. Charters, on his first 
250 ride couldn’t close the gap on the 
leader. Marv Van Sickle tenaciously 
held on to third overall, second senior. 

By the time the racers cleared the 
loose silt and got into the neat cross 
country trail with tight turns and small 
rocky sections, it really got the riders 
stoked. Mark Stoner was hanging on to 
first C Novice and had the two 250 
guys John Jordan and Ron Cotterman 
lurking behind. They headed for home 
across the open area, through the 
three mean ditches that test the 
mounting of your skid plate, then 
backwards through the mining area. 
At one point Brad Hunsinger thought 
those rascals were going to send the 
racers up the rock uphill, the one that 
still has no trail through the 
softball/watermelons size boulders. 
The course went to the right circling 
the mess completely. The bomb 
dropoff that leads to the mining area is 
neat if you’re heading that direction, 
Jim Rother, Bill Farrow and James 
Strachan found out how neat an off 
camber hard pan uphill can be. From 
this point on it was smooth sailing all 
the way to the finish. 

Due to the bottleneck and a few lost 
riders I think results had better come 
in the mail box. Norm Stewart the 
stalwart thumper rider of the 100's 
had a real treat when “Rocketman” of 
the Lost Angels M.C. coasted in on a 
Triumph 750. This man also receives 
the “True Grit” award for not only 
riding the beast, but doing it on two flat 
tires. The determination trophy goes 
to “Downhill” Alexander, finishing 
17th riding the whole race on a rear 
flat. 

The “Laughter” of the week is that 
better than half of the Checkers M.C. 
got lost; unbelieveable. The Invaders, 
weary from unhooking six cases of 
ribbon, celebrated Tim Fitzpatrick’s 
birthday. He’s an old timer now, 18. 

In case you didn’t know, Bruce 
Ogilvie will carry the 1X plate next 
year. Charlie Hamill will be number 
one trailbike but is moving on to the C 
bike class. The C bike class is still up 
for grabs as well as the open. Mitchell 
Payton has the edge for the C plate, 
Bill Saltzman is the points leader in 
the open class. Roeseler is devoting full 
time to the big bore class the rest of the 
year. Next week it’s the Rams race, 
Red Mountain of course.

Tom Kelly (250 KTM) took the lead shortly after 
the first check and was virtually unchallenged 
for the remainder of the CRC hare scrambles in 


California City. 


When the banner dropped it 
was Morgan Malocco and his 400 
IT out in front with Phil Stumbo 
(400 KTM), Gary Davies (400 
Yam) and Kelly running close behind. 
“Bad” Brad Henson (175 IT4) and 
senior Ed Denbow (400 Yam) were 
pursuing the leaders at a rapid clip 
when they collided with each other 
and both retired for the day. Kent 
Perkins (390 Hus) slowed down to 
avoid the two downed riders and in 
doing so lost several positions. 

When the course swung to the right 
shortly after the bomb, Malocco found 
himself too far to the left and lost his 
lead to Davies, Stumbo and Kelly. As 
the top three riders entered the first 
canyon, Kelly moved in to strike at 
Stumbo. Kelly and Stumbo were 
running almost side by side as they 
neared the first check when Stumbo's 
bike couldn't take it any longer and 
siezed. Davies’ right hand kept falling 
asleep and because of this condition 





could not hold off the hard charge of 
Kelly. 


After finding better lines, Malocco 
moved back into second by shoving his 
way past Davies. Bill Tarling (250 
KTM) also moved into the picture 
after a not-so-hot start, settling in 
behind Davies in fourth place. Monte 
Lee had one of his usual good starts 
and was fifth when lightweight Darren 
Pritchett (175 Yam) came up and 
challenged him. Monte was riding 
with a broken wrist that he received 
several weeks earlier and did not resist 
the Pritchett charge. 


Kelly came charging down through 
the pits all by himself with only a puff 
of dust approching from a distance. 
When the puff of dust arrived 35 
seconds later it was Malocco. After the 
first two riders had left the pits, there 
was a couple of minutes space before 
Tarling and Davies arrived on the 
scene. Tarling pasted Davies on the 
way in but Davies’ pit stop was quicker 








and consequently he left the pits first. 
Pritchett was in for gas next but while 
pitting Lee slipped past to regain fifth 
overall. Steve Heinze (400 Yam) was 
out of the pits next with Heath 
Hibbard (400 Yam) and amateur 
Wayne Allen (400 Yam) battling their 
way in and out of the pits. The next 
two bikes were both 250 Novices and 
they were really twisting the throttles. 
Jeff Hylton (250 Hus) and Sodbuster 
Brett Cushing (250 Hus) were within a 
breath of one another when they left 
the pits. 

The first woman to complete lap 
one was Lori Farmer riding her sister's 
box stock 125 Bultaco. Jolene Payne 
(175 KTM) was right behind Farmer 
shortly after the pits and it was 
apparent that they would both fight it 
out on lap two. 

Up front Malocco was still chasing 
Kelly, but about halfway around the 
loop, Malocco’s master link broke 
putting him out of the running. 
Tarling moved past Davies once again 
after having to stop and repair his 
front brake cable just after the pit. 

At the finish it was Kelly, making 
this two overall wins in a row. About 
two minutes later Tarling arrived to 
take second. Davies was in next with 
Pritchett leaving all of the lightweights 
and finishing fourth overall. The ever 
consistent Monte Lee was next with a 
few minutes to spare. The battle 
between Hibbard and Allen ended 
with Allen edging out Hibbard near 
the finish. Hibbard got off early on the 
first loop and was experiencing small 
aches and pains for the remainder of 
the race. Hylton brought the novices 
around and finished eighth overall 
with amateur Kent Perkins finishing 
shortly after. Lightweight Mitchel 
Smiley (175 Yam) rounded out the top 
ten just ahead of Ed Mundy (250 Suz) 
and Tim Plant (175 DMG). First Open 
Novice was Gordon Statler (400 KTM) 
who finished just in front of first 
smallbore amateur John Foster (125 
Yam). 

Al Wurtzel (250 KTM) of Cycle 
Products West fame, had a good start 
and led the 250 Junior/Senior Experts 
for the duration of the race. Scot 
Duncan (250 Yam) overcame a tumble 
that he took early in the race to win the 
250 Amateur class over Kevin Heil (250 
Yam).

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Sue Fish — leaving 
the Women’s 


class behind

Sue Fish has come a long way since the days of racing a Hodaka in the powder puff 
class at Valley Cycle Park in California. Valley Cycle Park is gone now, her Hodaka 
is also gone and Sue, after carrying the women's number one plate for two years, is 


no longer racing against the women. 


The little girl who won the Women's Trophy Dash in front of 63,000 people at 
the Superbowl of Motocross two years ago, could quite possibly be racing tn the 
Superbowl again in the future, only this time against some of the fastest factory 
riders in the world. Re-establishing her goals and leaving her past and the women's 
class behind her, Sue now sits on the line with some of the fastest 125 pro riders in 


Southern California. 


Sue Fish isn't a little girl anymore. She's a fine young lady who really digs racing 
and isn’t satisfied with beating other girls. She wants to beat “the guys.” 


CN: After winning the Women's 
Nationals twice, the Night Nationals 
twice and the Women’s Invitational, 
you have placed yourself in a racing 
class above most of the other girls. 
How do you feel about riding against 
the women? 

SUE FISH: I wasn't even pumped to 
ride the Night Nationals because I 
don't ride to the best of my ability 
against the girls. I ride just good 
enough to win and that doesn't do me 
any good at all. I'll ride the nationals, 
it’s good publicity and comes out in 
the magazines. I’m not pumped to ride 


them, I don’t want to ride them, but 
I'll ride them just because they're good 
P.R. 

I used the women's class as an 
excuse for awhile. Before last year's 
national I rode with the guys but I 
would rather have ridden with the girls 
because I could win. Then, after the 
nationals, I sat around for two weeks 
asking myself, now what am I going to 
do? I decided the only thing left for me 
at that point was to shoot for a higher 
goal. You have to set a goal that’s not 
impossible; it has to be hard, but you 
have to be able to see progress as you 








work for it. So last year I felt I had to 
start riding with the guys to discover 
what would happen and maybe 
someday ride a 125 National. 

What kind of reaction have you 
received about racing with the guys in 
the 125 pro class? 

Nobody thinks I can do it. What it 
comes down to is that I have to prove a 
point. When an intermediate turns 
pro nobody expects him to start doing 
good right away. But, because I’m the 
number one girl, everyone expects me 
to do good right away. People think if 
I don’t do good right away that I’m 
never going to make it. It’s not right. 
It brings me down. 

Its a funny situation — you're 
expected to win and you're afraid to 
lose. It's hard to deal with. Pressure is 
always on your shoulders. People 
either make you or break you. The 
press will sometimes make you big and 
then break you hard. All of a sudden 
they are with you and then they turn 
right around and knock you down. 
You get to where you're afraid of the 
press. 

Have you ever wanted to get into any 
other type of racing besides motocross? 
Desert, enduros? 

I wanted to learn how to ride speedway 
and last year Bill Grey, he was the 
trophy boy at the Women's Nationals, 
taught me how to ride a speedway 
bike. He's a very good teacher. He 
takes his time. It was really hard for 
me to learn because it's completely 
backward to stand up and slide. You 
have to forget everything you ever 
knew about riding a motorcycle. 
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The first day I was sliding, learning 
how to ride, and after that first lesson I 
kept going out, practicing more and 
more, to build up my confidence. I 
never got to race though. It just never 
happened. I would still like to try it. 

The girls who ride speedway aren’t 

that aggressive. When I ride motocross 
I'm really aggressive, so I think that Га 
be really aggressive in speedway. lt 
would be a new thing, I think I would 
do pretty good. I'd be a novice, no 
visor and lace up boots, all over again. 
I like sliding, I'm really pumped about 
backing it into a turn. : 
You've had some bad luck, getting 
hurt at the start of the year and then at 
the Women's Nationals in July. How 
has this affected your riding? 
When I got hurt at the beginning of 
the year it set me back. It broke my 
rhythm. I didn't get hurt racing, I got 
hurt practicing. Everything healed up 
but this whole year I haven't been like 
I was. 

The first day of the nationals I was 
pumped. I was, that is, until I got 


. hurt. I came back the second day and 


my foot was sore. I was sitting on the 
line thinking, “what am I doing here?” 
I didn’t really want to be there but I 
had to. That's a crummy feeling when 
you have to be there. 

Every time I put my foot down I'd 
catch it and twist it more and more. 
By the end of the day it looked like 
there was a softball inside my ankle. 
During the last 250 moto of the day, 
halfway through the moto, I told 
myself, "I don't ever want to ride 
another motorcycle in my life!" 

That didn't last too long, about two 
days, then I wanted to go riding but I 
couldn't. I was out for five weeks after 
the nationals. I didn't ride, I didn't 
run, I didn’t do anything until the 


Night Nationals at Ascot. 


Now I'm training, practicing twice a 
week, and if I’m not too maxed out 
after practice I run that night after I 
ride. But I run on the other days and 
race two days, so that’s four days of 
riding. 

Would you have been disappointed if 
you hadn't won the nationals again 
this year? 

I don't like getting beat. I'm really 
competitive in everything I do and 
when a girl gets in front of me I used to 
think, well I'll just wait awhile and 
then go around her. But I don't want 
her in front of me any longer than I 
think she should be. I would have been 
bummed if I hadn't won but I would 
have tried my hardest. In the last 250 
moto I think I only got a fourth but I 
didn’t have to do any better and I 
didn’t want to ride fast. 

I was burned out on the whole 
weekend. When I got hurt it took my 
whole mental attitude straight down 
and I didn’t feel like riding. I would 
have ridden my butt off if I had to, but 
I rode just good enough to win. 

When I ride with the girls I ride just 
good enough. It really makes me mad 
at myself. I told myself at Ascot, “okay 
I'm just going to go for it and get as 
big a lead as I can.” Then I didn't. I 
wanted to go just as fast as possible but 
something in the back of my mind... 
I'd try to charge a corner and I would 
charge maybe two corners, then slow 
down. When I'm riding I yell at 
myself, "you have to go fast" Then 
after the moto Га ро in and think, 
"God I have to do this." 

Why do most of the girls limit their 
racing to the women's class? 

Novice and amateur class girls want to 
ride with the women mainly because 
they're afraid of riding with the guys. 
They aren't really in it for all out 
competition. They're having fun 
racing but they don't want to take that 
big chance of getting hurt. You can 
tell if a girl's been competitive all her 
life that she won't be satisfied racing 
just against other girls. It may be 


challenging to her for a while but it 
doesn’t offer enough. 

Then again, some girls are racing 
just to show themselves off as girls. 
They race but they don’t really care 
how they finish as long as they look 
good in the pits. They seem to want to 
prove a point — that girls can race 
and be feminine too. I think they are 
just riding for their own enjoyment. 
They aren’t seriously in it for the 
racing. 

Do you get any support from Yamaha? 
Yes, the public relations department 
helps me: I get parts, bikes, accessories 
and just about everything except the 








“works” stuff. They paid for my entry 
and travel expenses to Texas for the 
Women's Invitational and the national 
here in California. They're really good 
to me. Anything I want all I have to do 
is ask. 

Do you think a woman rider has the 
potential to sell as many motorcycles 
as a male rider? 

If a guy asked me what I thought of 
something, and I told him, he 
wouldn't just take my point of view 
because I’m just a girl. He'd ask 
someone he knew was reliable or 
knowledgeable eventhough I've been 
in it for a long time. I think about 
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things like that a lot. I don’t think I 
would sell as many bikes though. 
Nobody sells bikes. The kids now look 
at what's winning and buy that 
particular bike. 
How long will you continue to race 
motocross or motorcycles? 
Until Fm fully satisfied or until I 
complete my goals. I'll race 'til it stops 
being fun but I'l always ride 
motorcycles. 

I would like to start a business after 
I build up some kind of a name. 
Maybe someday I'll be able to have a 
company in the motorcycle industry. 
That's another one of my goals. 








What do you thznk of Sue Fish? 

People have a very different idea of me 
than what I really am. It's an image I 
really hate. Everyone thinks of Sue 
Fish, the woman racer. Nobody 
really knows about the Sue Fish who 
likes to go water skiing, dancing or 
running in the hills. Sue Fish is just a 
name. Sometimes I wish I could 
change my name, start all over, and 
not have any images or expectations to 
live-up to. It really puts all sorts of 
pressures on me that I don't really 
know how to deal with. I'm only 18 
and I guess I really don't know how to 
handle all of it. Ф

Championship style

“Hey, I’m still the champ. Two championship 
titles and now two wins in the Camel Pro Race 
of Champions. Hey, how else are you suppose 
to end the season?” Jay Springsteen was more 


than happy. 


Springsteen left little doubt he 
would end the season on a winning 
note as he took over the lead from 
Harley-Davidson teammate Ted 


Boody on lap three of the 20 lap event 
run on the spacious Pompano Park 
facility and romped to an easy win on 
his Bill Werner tuned XR. 

Garth Brow took second for good 
from Boody on the 16th lap and 
despite missing one air cleaner, 
proceeded to put his Jim Curnow 
tuned Team Bel-Ray Harley- 
Davidson, into the winner's circle. The 
engine which slowed near the end after 
ingesting some of Pompano’s dust and 
grime, never skipped a beat. 


Ted Boody's third place did not 
make him overly happy. “All I can say 
is Springer and Brow ran away from 
me. It's as easy as that.” Boody's Steve 


, Storz tuned mount still carried him a 


safe distance away from the position 
swapping of the rest of the field. 

Track maintainence crews had their 
work cut out for them as five hours of 
torrential rain fell on the track adding 
to the earlier drenching it received 
Saturday. But in the end the track 
surface turned out to be very ridable. 

AMA Commissioner of Professional 
Racing, Doug Mockett, was embroiled 
in a controversy as it came to light that 
he had basically ordered both Steve 
Eklund and Kenny Roberts to ride the 
event for the good of the sport. Using 
the AMA rule book as his basis 
Mockett informed both Roberts and 
Eklund that he would "have to 
strongly consider a fine or suspension 
from racing activities" if each did not 
race. 

Eklund crated his bike and air 
freighted it to the race. He and his 
mechanic flew also. AMA funds were 
used to rent a truck for Eklund to pick

up his bike and AMA funds were again 
used to provide him and his mechanic 
with a room. There is also a possibility 
of Eklund being reimbursed by the 
AMA, via Mockett's budget, for his air 
freight expenses. 

Roberts showed up, but not to race. 
He is waiting while Mockett considers 
his next course of action. Roberts left 
the matter in the hands of Yamaha 
and their legal department. 


Race of Champions 

After much discussion the AMA 
decided to utilize. the final point 
standings and pick 10 riders who were 
present in sequence from the point 
standings that had not won a National 
to run a six lap heat to fill the six spots 
of the 14 rider RoC grid. 

Hank Scott, Corky Keener, Rickey 
Campbell, Billy Eves, Scott Drake, 
Randy Goss, Doug Sehl, Steve 
Morehead, Chuck Palmgren and 
David Aldana were chosen, but 
Aldana scratched. That left nine 
riders to vie for six spots. Scott Drake 
led early, but then crashed. Billy Eves 
headed for the pits right after the start 
with a cracked distributor cap and 
Steve Morehead found his magneto 
didn't always want to fire. Keener led 
from lap three and Hank Scott came 
out on top in a duel between Doug 
Sehl and Randy Goss for second. 

Springsteen had the pole for the 
RoC, but Boody took command when 
the pack exited turn two with Springer 
following. Kennedy Triumph 
mounted Gary Scott hung onto third, 
followed by Randy Goss and his Vista 
Sheen/Full House/XR. 

Boody's lead lasted one more lap 
before Springer overhauled him in 
turn one and proceeded to leave the 
racing and the rest of the field behind. 
Doug Sehl was already in the pits with 
a sour engine while Mike Kidd was 


struggling with a bad clutch on Sehl's 
back-up bike. 

Brow and Goss dropped Gary Scott 
to fifth on the third go around and 
Brow slowly ate away at Boody's 
second place in the succeeding laps. 

Goss then faded while Gary Scott 
made his way back to fourth as the 
Zannotti Enterprises XR of Steve 
Eklund became his constant 
companion. 

Poor visibility due to spray from the 
tires caused problems with those stuck 
in the back of the pack as they sought 
to improve their positions. 

By lap 12 Springsteen had pulled 
away to a commanding lead although 
he slowed somewhat, thinking that his 
rear tire was wearing out. Eklund 
closed on, then passed Gary Scott for 
fourth on the next lap with Hank Scott 
coming up to do battle one lap later. 
Farther back Chuck Palmgren, 
aboard the Dan Gurney XR, was 
banging handlebars with John Hateley 
who had borrowed Ted Boody’s spare 
bike. 

From lap ten until the 15th tour, 
Brow and Boody were going at it wheel 
to wheel for supremacy of second 
place. Brow, riding all over the track 
to find a fast line, finally got the best 
of Boody on lap 16 and slowly pulled 
away. The winner's circle ceremony 
was set. 

Eklund opened some breathing 
room on a terrific battle by Gary and 
Hank Scott for fifth that went right 
down to the final lap but Hank and his 
Patrick Racing Harley held off Бани 5 
last lap bid to pass.

When I first wonder out onto the 
scene of a mini-cycle national, I 
have a sterotype of small kids, 
over-excited parents and slow 
machines. In all, I think it's going to 
be boring. Not true. The National 
Minicycle Association is holding a 
motocross series for four weeks with 
four races at four different tracks, all 
throughout Southern California. 

The stereotype is somewhat true. 
The kids are small, but some are old 
enought to legally drive. The parents 
are definitely excited, and look at all 
of the mega-bucks put out on the little 
tikes equipment. The part about slow 
racing is dead wrong. The kids put on 
as much action as you would find at 
three weekend races anywhere. With 
46 motos and six run-offs to determine 
class winners, the action was long and 
thoroughly interesting. 

This Sunday was the third race of 
the series, held at Saddleback Park. 
Twenty-three classes меге in 
attendance with intense competition. 
Two motos were run in each class, and 
the top nine transferred into the run- 
off. With only four laps per moto, kids 
were entered in as many as four classes 
a day. Flyin’ Bryan Antonacci was a 
four-runner today, and his consistent 
rides not only earned him two class 
wins, a second, and run-off spots, but 
an interesting offer later in the pits. 
Yamaha walked up to young 
Antonacci and asked him to ride their 
new YZ80E! 

In two motos, the 0-83 Stock 
Experts, 12 and Over class was 
captured by Antonacci. Scott 
Burnworth and Ted Brady put on the 
pressure all the way. Burnworth took 
the first moto wire-to-wire, then 
followed Antonacci and Brady in the 
second. Overalls in the class went to 
Antonacci, Burnworth, Brady then 
Steve Schmitz. 

Blasting off right behind were the 
six to eight and nine to eleven-year-old 
junior cyclists. With 50 ccs of power 
pushing all of 50 pounds, Mike Healey 
swept the six to eight class with double 
moto wins. Brent Bowers followed in 
the overall standings with Scott 
Zastrow third. Rick Hemme, Paul 
Denis and Timmy Tomaselli fought 
for the nine-to-eleven overall. Hemme 
ran behind Tomaselli in the first 
moto, but took off for the second moto 
win and first overall. Denis nipped 
Tomaselli in the second moto, earning 
second overall just by the importance 
of the second moto placings. 

Running away with the 0-83 
Modified Expert 12-and-over class was 
Antonacci again, followed by Chris 
Morey and Robert Nolin. Antonacci 
was untouchable as he took both 
motos, with Steve Postlewaite and 
Morey staying second. Nolin put 
together a three-four finish for his 
third, just behind Morey's four-two 
rides. Postlewaite possessed fourth at 
the end of the day. 


In the second division of 12 and over 
Modified Experts, Ted Brady came 
back to take an overall win, followed 
by A.J. Whiting, Steve Schmitz and 
Bobby Sullivan. Scott Burnworth ran 
off with the first moto win, but 
problems in the second moto left him 
in the number 12 spot, fifth overall. 
Brady followed close in the first moto 
and walked off with the second. 
Whiting went five-two for his second 
overall. One ahead of Schmitz's three- 
five. 

Burnworth came over into the 0-105 
Open 12-and-over class and put on a 
spectacular show with Eddie Clover, 
A.J. Whiting and Bryan Antonacci. 
Glover took the first moto away from 
everyone and left a wire-to-wire battle 
between Burnworth, who took second 
and Antonacci. Sheer riding kept 
Whiting in third ahead of Antonacci. 
A DNF put Glover out of the overall 
standings after the second run, giving 
Burnworth an open door to first 
overall. Whiting followed in second 
with Tim Hines and Antonacci taking 
their battle to the wire. Bryan got the 
better of the two in the overall 
standings. 

Scott Johnson led Scott Johnston 
and Jon Hewitt in the 125 Modified 
Expert class. Johnson took a confusing 
win in the first moto ahead of Bobby 
Lakey and Johnston. The second moto 
caught Hewitt with the win, followed 
by Johnson and Johnston. The overalls 
went Johnson, Hewitt then Johnston. 

Rick Cecrle was the overall winner 
in the 125 Stock Intermediates, just 
holding off the hot Bryan Antonacci. 
John Sotelo followed in third. 

Next week Indian Dunes will host 
the final race of the series, where a lot 
of class titles will be decided. Win or 
lose, the kids are all out having fun.

Letter from 
Mike Curoso 


Dear Cycle News, 


This letter has been a long time 
in the making and with the British 
Speedway League season drawing 
to a close it is almost obvious 
that I won't achieve the nine point 
average that I set out for this season. 

Although the season hasn't been a 
total write-off, it has been one of my 
worst in the respect of having the same 
problem plague me week after week — 
lack of horse power! There's nothing 
more frustrating than being passed by 
a rider who is only beating you because 
he has that extra edge between his 
legs. Letting this go on week after 
week isn't the mark of a true 
professional, I know, but indicates the 
plight of a truly broke one. 

In League racing, no points mean 
you only earn start money, which is 
hardly enough to make living 
expenses, and a modest living at that. 
The few points I’ve been making this 
year add up to few dollars (or pounds 
as the case is). Where does the money 
come from to stay competitive? 

Most promoters don’t want to know 
you when you're off form and trying to 
make the plunge into world class 
speedway, so it makes things tough by 
not getting the open bookings (non- 
team rides) and guest rides you need to 
get ahead. 

So there is the problem of money 
and where it comes from. Well, there 
are several things you learn fast in 
England, and that’s going without 
some needed racing parts and all non- 
essential personal wants. And then 
there's horse trading. 

During a brief return to the States in 
July, I acquired a few skateboards 
which in Great Britain are as much in 
demand as fish and chips. Can't see 
why, with all the cobblestone roads 
about. Skateboard bartering procured 
a few back tires, one complete rear 
wheel and some other bits and pieces 
to help in the struggle for survival. 

With some spare time on my hands, 
I was interested in the offer from 
Bruce Cox and Gavin Trippe to ride 
one of the four new Kenny Roberts 750 
Yamaha mono-shockers on the 650 
and 1000 meter grass-sand tracks. 
What they are trying to do is 
introduce the popular American “class 
C” style of racing to England and 
Europe, in hopes of getting enough 
interest going to have a special class 
started. 

My closest relation to class C style 
was on a 1968 standard Bultaco 
Pursang that I rode in short track and 
scrambles throughout southern 
California in my early teens. I've 
always had great respect and 
admiration for the superstars of the 











Grand National circuit, so I was more 
than eager to have a go on a half-mile 
sand track. 

The race meet was held on a beach, 
at low tide, in Redcar, Northern 
Yorkshire, and billed as the “British 
Sandtrack Championship, Round 3.” 
With the champion to be determined 
on points from eight meetings, a good 
finish in this third meet would mean 
the chance to compete in the five 
remaining rounds. 

Race day and on the start line I am 
surrounded by every type of 
contraption that resembled a racing 
motorcycle, including an 850cc 
Norton twin in a sprung speedway 
frame and many Maicos that made it 
into this 50lcc class with a few 
modifications. As the gate went up, I 
was immediately in last place with a 
buried rear wheel, as the weight of the 
bike dug a deep hole into the sand. 
Quickly out of the hole to play catch- 
up and soon the bike and I are in first 
place and stretching out an enormous 
lead until, with a lap to go, the 
carburetor became an un-carburetor 
and I had to stop. The next time out 
was an exact replay of the first — same 
lap, same corner, same lead. 

Still, Bruce and Gavin were happy 
with my performance and put a few 
pounds in my pocket, while helping to 
open some eyes to the American class 
C style. But what they need is a few 
U.S. dirt track superstars to show the 
fans what it's really all about. 

Returning for the U.S. qualifying 
rounds of the World Final last July was 
a frustrating experience, even more so 
than it was the year before. Since the 
powers that be don't schedule this 
event until the last minute, I've had 
about three days notice both years to 
get home for qualifying. As far as 
notice goes, last year I "noticed" it in a 
speedway magazine and then spent an 
hour and 45 minutes on trans- 
Atlantic phone calls getting the 
details. This year the word came from 
a friend in the States who knew I 
hadn't been informed of the qualifying 
dates. 

And somehow it doesn't seem logical 
to leave the big tracks of England in 
the middle of the season, return home 
to the smaller U.S. tracks that we 
Americans riding in England are a bit 
out of practice on, hoping to win so 
one can return to where it is all going 
to happen — back on the big tracks of 
Europe. 

Mike Bast and Bruce Penhall rode 
superbly through the American 
qualifying rounds, and put in the same 
100% effort in the next stage, the 
Inter-Continental Final at White City. 
The results must indicate that 
European-type track experience is 
needed by Americans who expect to 
winningly compete in the World Final 
class of riding. I am sure that Mike 
and Bruce’s trip to England gave them 
a better insight to what British 
speedway is all about, and must have 
changed their views a bit. The 
sanctioning bodies of American 
speedway are going to have to make 
some changes in selecting contenders 
for the World Final if they seriously 
wish to produce another American 
World Champion. 

Congratulations to all the qualifiers 
for the U.S. National which happens 
on October 15th. Best of luck to all of 
them, especially The Champ Mike 
Bast, who doesn’t really seem to need 
any luck. I may be a speedway 
champion next year, too, if the AMA's 
title is still firm from my win at the 
Houston Astrodome at the beginning 
of the year, as it looks to be their only 
championship event in '77. 

All the best for now from England, 
hope to be home towards the end of 


the month.

rode some 600 other competitors 
to win the 31st annual Cowbell 
Enduro with a score of 10 points. The 
scores of the other top finishers were 
not available at this time; the scores 
will be higher than usual because of 
the very rugged course and the high 
speed averages. Hendrix normally 
zeros the runs, so when he drops 10 
points you can be sure that the riders 
had to go fast. 


The Hayward Motorcycle Club 
designed a grueling 100.6-mile event 
that brought the riders through five or 
more hours of just about every type of 
terrain Northern California has to 
offer — even a couple of water 
crossings, which are rare in these days 
of drought. The wide open, grassy, 
start area gave the event a motocross 
flavor from the beginning. The 
contestants cranked out across the 
parc ferme, rounded a distant stand of 
Yellow Pine and descended into a long 
stretch of dry creek bed at a 21 m.p.h. 
speed average. It was fast, it was fun, 
it gave the illusion of covering distance 
at the flick of the throttle. Within 





minutes the reality of the course 
appeared in the form of a long uphill 
which brought many of the less 
accomplished to a jarring halt 
somewhere up the slope. For the 
expert such difficulties are soon 
overcome but for the great majority it 
is nearly impossible to work through a 
bottleneck and then regain the minute 
when the speed averages remain in the 
range of 23, 24, 18, 36 (for 13 miles), 
and back to 24 and 18 m.p.h. to the 
finish. Some fast trail sections and 
graded dirt road always followed the 
bottlenecks, places where the expert 
knows how to make up time, also 
places where the new and seasoned C 
riders might ride much too fast. Add 
to this, frustration, fatigue and 
Northern California's dust and you 
have the ingredients for a pissed off 
rider who may trade his Husky in for a 
street machine or a guy who's riding 
way over his head and doesn't see that 
jeep coming around the corner until 
he’s center punched its radiator. 
Either way enduroing has lost. ' 

This problem can be solved by the 
use of speedo resets or variable speed 
averages. There's only one George 
Hendrix; there are an awful lot of 
average C riders — consistent 
competitors who deserve a fair shake. 

This is not to say that the Cowbell 
was a poor enduro, in fact, from the 
consensus of opinions offered at the 
finish, it was an excellent enduro. It 
was a first class event with good layout, 
checks, and imaginative weaving of 
trails and paths that resulted in 
beautiful trail riding. The speeds were 
just unreasonable. So unreasonable 
that District 36 officials who rode the 
event remarked that the Hayward 
M.C. seemed to have a higher than 
normal percentage of sadists on its 
enduro committee. Sanction 
Coordinator Bill Trumbull and 
Enduro Steward Lynn Ritner are 
calling the Hayward M.C. on the 
carpet as well as the other clubs who 
have used these outrageous speeds in 
the past as this article is being written. 
So hang in there Mr. and Mrs. 
Average Rider. 

Ten miles from the finish came the 
last bottleneck. The riders spun out, 
rode into each other, crashed in piles, 
cursed, laughed tiredly, and helped 
each other to the top. It was ironic 
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that all this determination to finish the 
course, all this self-imposed suffering 
and risk was carried out within sight of 
a road which, if the strugglers had 
stopped and checked it out calmly, 
would have taken them around this 
section scott free. 

Hayward had free beer and finisher 
pins at the end of the line, both 
welcome and deserved. The club also 
does right by the local people in 
authority. The Rangers of the 
Mendocino National Forest are 
uncommonly fair and cooperative with 
motorcyclists. They apparently take 
seriously the fact that the National 
Forests are for the use of all the people 
— even people who happen to ride 
motorcycles. The Lake County 
Sheriff's Department was equally 
helpful during the day.

Only in the first moto did 
Magoo fail to get the holeshot or win 
the drag race to the first turn.

San Diego County 
ORV park up to 
the users

Funny thing about us dirtriders: 
we grump and groan that there's 
no place to ride, and then when 
a county government offers us 


our own 1,555 acre playground, we sit 
on our buns and do zip to help bring it 
about. But then, nobody ever accused 
us bikers of not being dumb. It gives a 
big laugh to the anti-ORV 
campaigners to watch the dirt police 
chase us down on their Hastevarnas 
with red lights and sirens while we fill 
the state ORV fund with registration 
fees that they can’t use on our behalf, 
because we won't help ourselves. 

What, you're not laughing? It's 
ironic, really, that in America the 
citizens get what they deserve. It is 
God's own joke that here we've taxed 
ourselves to provide us with ground to 
ride on, and yet San Diego County, 
California has been trying for nine 
years to give us a place to do our thing, 
and we are not helping. 

Twenty miles from downtown San 
Diego, near the little city of Santee, 
county park planners have laid out a 
1,555 acre site that could be the first of 


four planned ORV recreation parks . 


around San Diego County. A one 
million dollar grant from California 
green sticky and federal recreation 
funds has been accepted, and another 
$2 million is on its way — if we can 
overcome the anti-fun forces’ 
propaganda. The government has 
done all it can, the rest is up to us. 

“We are not even sure the ORV 
users even want this park,” said the 
County Park Planner, Pete Cuthbert, 
at a sparsely attended meeting 

October 19. Three hundred local 

ORV businessmen — bike dealers, 
dune buggy manufacturers — were 
invited. Only a dozen bothered to 
show up. 

Cuthbert laid out the situation: all 
the reasonable environmental 
objections have been satisfied. A local 
builder wants to construct 5,000 low- 
income houses on the site, but there 
are better places to build houses. 
There is a sewage treatment plant 
alongside, so it is not the neatest place 
to make your home. Environmentalists 
have enlisted some of the community, 
through fearful propaganda, to block 
access to the park. But a number of 
people in Santee are reportedly on our 
side. 

There would be a free, 200 acre 
playground for the kids, a motocross 
track that would be available for club 
events, supervised recreation for some 
70,000 San Diego ORV riders under 
the age of 16, overnight camping with 
hookups, picnic areas, and trails for 
the grownups, both two- and four- 
wheel drivers. 

On November 15th at 8 p.m. in 
Room 101, Casa Del Prado in Balboa 
Park, there will be a meeting of local 
ORV users. Success of the County's 
ORV park program depends on your 
being there, to learn how you can 
help. If the Santee Park is not allowed, 
the whole county could be closed to 
dirt riding. Be there, and bring a 
friend. 

Meantime, on October 28 at 2 p.m. 
the County Planning Commission 
meets to consider the Santee ORV 
project, and on November 4 at 2 p.m. 
they meet again to take final action. 
Then on December 8 the County 
Board of Supervisors meets at 9 a.m. 
to consider the proposal, and again on 
December 15 to take final action. All 
of these public hearings will take place 
in Room 358 of the County 


Administration Center, 1600 Pacific 
Highway. 

But merely making your presence 
known at the hearings will not be 
enough to win this one. Direct political 
activity is needed. What is needed is 
community relations with the 50,000 
citizens of Santee. Somebody has to 
contact enough of them and make a 
good impression. They'll be filled with 
misinformation by our adversaries. 

Somebody's gotta tell the citizens of 
Santee that their property values will 
be enhanced by proximity to the park, 
that noise will not be a problem, that 
access roads will not be choked with 
traffic, that their babies will not be 
born harelipped, that the Hell's 
Angels and Mongols will not shoot it 
out in their front yards, that dust need 
not be a problem, etc. They'll have 
questions that need to be truthfully 
answered, like who's going to pay for 
this park? Will it raise my taxes? 

Bikers of San Diego County need to 
enlist the moral support of their 
Santee neighbors, via petitions in favor 
of the park, by door-to-door "truth 
squads" if necessary, to win support 
for this project. Don't the kids deserve 
a place to ride? 

* It will be like getting the first pickle 
out of the jar — after that first one, it 
comes easier. 

San Diego County anchors the 
whole dirtbike recreation program for 
California state and the nation. We 
are counting heavily on you, San 
Diego bikers. We'll only get what уоп 
deserve.

Let riders help 
make AMA policy 


At the recent Congress of the 
American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion, a resolution passed with 
but a single dissenting vote as 
drafted in lengthy sessions by the 
Inter-District Coordination 
Committee. Although not on the 
published agenda, the proposals 
contained in the resolution concern 
themselves with a restructuring of the 
policy-making hierarchy of the AMA. 
Reflecting current conditions of the 
Association, the 1977 Congress 
overwhelmingly pushed for additional 
membership by Class A people to 
effect a better balance between 
industry and consumer factions. The 
three current Trustees are elected by 
ballot from all AMA members in their 
respective Regions. In Mark Rosen 
(east), Bill Baird (central), and Jim 
Wells (west), we have an outstanding 
trio of enthusiasts of diverse 
backgrounds in the sport, business 
foundations and positive geographical 
area familiarity. They have served the 
Board and the Association admirably. 

Now, pending approval of the 
Board of Trustees who must alter the 
AMA Code of Regulations to permit it 
in their February annual meeting, 
there will be four more people to assist 
in moving the aims and purposes of 
the Association forward. These four 
will represent the Congress itself with 
its 38 Districts and the Chartered 
Clubs of the AMA, the group from 
which all rules governing the amateur 
facet of the sport are proposed, 
adopted and amended. The direct link 
between the Congress and the Trustees 
is now possible, and of great potential. 

Bob Wood of Oregon and George 
Smith of Nebraska will represent road- 
riding factions, while Glenn Jordan of 
Ohio and the writer, from Southern 
California, were elected from 
nominees in the competition facet.

Logston, Moorhead 
survive mud to win 
at Las Cruces

Las Cruces Motocross Park host- 
ed its monthly motocross races 
with a. $400 purse for experts, 
nice trophies for amateurs and 
lots of mud for everyone. It rained all 
week and Sunday morning, leaving a 
very challenging track that took its toll 
on everyone. 

In the first 125 Expert moto, Mitch 
Moorhead (Yam) shot into the lead, 
followed by Joel Craig (Yam) and Rick 
Beaman (Yam).

seen, Roger had found some sanctuary 
atop his car where he signed 
autographs by the hundreds and 
gently but firmly removed youngsters 
who tried to join him above the mob. 

The DeCoster/Hannah contest for 
Trans-AMA MX Series points stays 
unchanged since both scored a win 
and a second placing at St. Peters. 
Only eight points separate them: 204 
to 196. 

In other top positions, however, 
some changes took place. Marty Smith 
took over third from Honda teammate 
Jim Pomeroy. Pomeroy suffered 
stomach cramps this weekend, and 
could place no higher than a 15-18 
18th place. He retains fourth place in 
the series, however, with 151 points 
behind Smith's 175. Still in the Honda 
camp, Brad Lackey was displaced 
from fifth to sixth place by Tommy 
Croft who has totaled 150 points to 
Lackey's 133.

Mike Bell had his factory Yamaha 
in ninth place on lap one, but he 
began one of his smooth, steady 
charges and moved into fourth by the 
third lap. 

At the halfway point Sun led 
Gregson, Bell, Warren Reid, Darrell 
Shultz and Broc Glover. One lap 
later, however, Bell passed Gregson 
and headed after Sun. Within five 
minutes Bell got around the Husky 
rider to put his Yamaha into the lead 
when Sun found a neutral instead of a 
gear. 

In the final moments Sun closed as 
Bell kept looking over his shoulder.

Team Honda's Warren Reid 
cruised in third as Broc Glover scored 
fourth on his Yamaha ahead of Mark 
Gregson in fifth. 

Bell and Gregson were locked in a 
close fight for the lead at the start of 
the second moto, but when they came 
around at the end of lap one, Gregson 
had dropped back to 16th place, 
apparently having fallen. 

At the halfway mark 125cc National 
Champion Broc Glover had joined his 
Yamaha teammate Bell in a close fight 
for the lead as Chuck Sun followed in 
third ahead of Pat Moroney and Terry 
Clark. The duel for the win lasted for 
the entire second half with Sun closing 
in the last laps. At the flag it was Bell, 
Glover and Sun. ө
